Body Of Nehru Is Cremated 
In Ancient Hindu Ritual

NEW DELHI, India (AP)— 


Flames of a sandalwood bier 
consumed the body of Prime 
Minister 
Jawaharlal 
Nehru 


Thursday 
before a vast 
and 


restless throng of mourners who 
shouted in the ancient Hindu 
ritual: "May he be an im- 
mortal!" 


Hundreds of thousands of per- 


sons, massed in all directions as 
far as the eye would see, wit-] 
nessed the ceremonial end of 
the architect of modern India 
under a setting sun at Rajghat, 
the pyre of kings, beside the 
holy Jumna River.

Two Persons Killed 


Frenzied grief was so great 


that two persons were killed 
and six injured in a stampede 
outside the prime minister's of- 


where Mohandas K. Gandhi was 
cremated in 1948. Gandhi, Neh- 
ru's . chief in the revolutionary 
campaigning that led to India's 
independence from Britain 17 
years ago, was assassinated by 
a Hindu fanatic. 
Borne By Military 


Military officers lifted Neh- 


ru's body to their shoulders, 
walked along a newly spread 
carpet of red earth and mount- 
ed seven steps to the sandal- 
wood resting place. 


Under watch of four priests 


in yellow and white robes, they 
gently unwrapped the tricolored 
Indian national flag that had 
shrouded the body, leaving it 
barefoot and clad only in a 
plain white sheet. The head was 
on a pillow. 


Members of Nehru's family, 


including his daughter, Indira 


helped pile wood on the body. 
They sprinkled the corpse with 
water from India's holy rivers 
and 
religiously 
purified rice 


smeared with vermillion. 


Nehru's 
grandson, 
Sanjaya 


Gandhi, 17, applied a torch to 
the wood at 4:36 p.m. Flames 
leaped upward and smoke spir- 
aled into the sky. 


"He is free of his earthly 


bondage," the priests chanted. 


"May he be an immortal!" 


the crowd shouted in response. 


The pyre will be allowed to 


cool, probably for 24 hours or 
more, and then the prime min- 
ister's ashes will be collected. 


It is reported the ashes will 


be taken to Allahabad, his birth- 
place 350 miles southeast of 
New Delhi, to be scattered on 
the waters at the sacred con- 
fluence there of the Jumna and

fied to see so many of you as- 
sembled here today," the Presi- 
dent said, "for those whom he 
brought to Washington came, as 
he did, to serve not only a pres- 
ident but a high purpose; not 
only a leader, but ar. ancient 
legacy; not only in his, name, 
but in the name of our nation."

South’s jump to four 
hearts over the two no trump 
opening announces a good six 
card suit with eight or nine 
points, and offers partner a. 
mild inducement to proceed

unnecessarily. 
North had 24 points in support 
of hearts with an excellent fit, 
and he proceeded directly to 
six hearts. 
West opened the five ai hearts 
and South drew a second round 
of trumps, to clear up the situ­ 
ation in that suit.

That's a lot of pills for a 
country whose purchases totaled $344,000 in 
1962 and only $38,000 last year, when Castro 
received $29 million worth of drugs in the 
prisoner-exchange ransom. 


A spurt in food orders, including one for $2 


million worth of lard, also has aroused suspi- 
cion.

Another lesser possi- 
bility is that the ultimate recipient will be the 
Soviet Union, which doesn't want to reveal the 
inadequacy of its own supply.

The Communist Breakup 


The more I listen to the high-level debates over our 


policy vis-a-vis Khrushchev, the more I am amazed at 
the human proclivity for wasting lime over a battle 
that is aimed on both sides at demolishing straw men. 


On the one side, we have Mr. George Kennan, 


whose recent Elihu Root lectures have just been pub- 
lished in a. little book called "On Dealing With the 
Communist World." What Mr. Kennan says about the 
recent cell division of the Marxist part of the globe 
into competing "polycentric" units (Red China, Yugo- 
slavia, Khrushchev's Russia) is true enough on its 
face. .But his dependent argument, that this forces us 
to accept "the quest for peaceful co-existence" as the 
only alternative to universal atomic warfare against all 
the "polycentrisms" in the Communist world, begs all 
the important questions. The problem, after all, is not 
whether to take advantage of the rift between Mao 
Tse-tung and Nikita Khrushchev, but how. 


On the other hand, we have the skeptics that 


think any negotiation with any part of the Red 
world is a sign of "appeasement" and "surrender." 
Here, again the real argument should not be over 
a "whether" but over a "how." If you know what 
you want from negotiation, you don't have to lose. 


In a most common-sensical little book called "I 


Rediscover Russia, 1924-1964," Isaac Don Levine, who 
became the first of our hard core anti-Stalinists way 
back in the Nineteen Twenties, puts the whole quarrel 
between the Kennanites and the anti-Kennanites into a 
perspective that shows up the straw men for what they 
are. Don Levine made a lour of archives in Russia a 
year ago in hopes that he could complete his detective 
work about Stalin. For reasons that are fairly com- 
pelling, Levine thinks that Stalin, prior to the Bolshevik 
Revolution, was a double agent in the employ of the 
Czar's secret police. He is also convinced that Stalin 
instigated the murder of Maxim Gorky, who. w^as the 
greatest literary figure of Communist Russia. He thinks 
that Khrushchev, who must know the truth about these 
things, has two ace cards he has not yet played in the 
great de-Stalinization campaign. 
The cards will be 


turned face up, so Levine surmises, when Khrushchev 
needs to "come out .with some more revelations of 
Stalin's crimes" in order to shatter Mao Tse-tung's 
hold on followers from Australia to Albania and Iceland. 


Since Mr. Levine considers that "we have witnessed 


only the mere beginnings of de-Stalinization," he is 
close to accepting George Kennan's theory of "polycen- 
tric" breakup in the Communist world. 


Traveling about Russia in the spring of 1963 


after an ibsence of forty years, Levine "could not 
escape the feeling that the crest of the Communist 
tide, which had been sweeping over the globe since 
1517, is behind us. From now on the Communist 
threat to the world will recede." 


. At this point, however. Mr. Levine parts company 


completely with George Kennan. For Communism, as 
he puts it, will "continue to thrive as long as the 
Anglo-Saxon leadership of the Western world continues 
to bungle its opportunities, as it has from the days 
of Lloyd George to our own." 
Our leaders, says 


Levine, have "never mastered the elementary law of 
Soviet strategy — one step backward and two steps 
forward—which calls for a counter-strategy. 
Every 


time Moscow suffers a setback, the Western leadership 
relaxes and, instead of following up the advantage 
on the diplomatic front, it indulges in another spell of 
make-believe harmony, thus encouraging another round 
of aggression on the part of the enemy." 


Far from causing us to relax, the Sino-Soviet split 


and the Soviet crop failures should encourage us to 
suggest a meaningful quid pro quo attitude in dealing 
with "Communist polycentrism." 
Wheat '.j Moscow 


and its uneasy satellite states, yes. but only on condition 
that the wheat be delivered through gaps in the Berlin 
Wall, Chemical plants for Russia, yes, but only on 
condition that free peasant agriculture shall be restored 
in Hungary. Above all, \ve should take advantage of 
Khrushchev's troubles in Europe by stiffening our 
demands on North Vietnam and by ridding the Carib- 
bean world of Castro 


"One step backward and two steps torward" is

Now there often seems to be 


more fun than fight in them. They 
dislike giving up their new living 
standards for the dangers and dis- 
comforts of jungle combat. 


The taste of luxury has also 


corrupted many of their officers. 
They like to have orderlies serve 
them tea in bed in the mornings. 
They prefer to ride in jeeps on 
their patrol missions; they disdain 
the thought of •slogging through 
the jungle in pursuit of guerrillas. 


A few have found they can in- 


crease their comforts merely by 
accumulating more of those won- 
derful dollars. By failing to report 
casualties and deserters, for ex- 
ample, officers discovered they 


China: Going Out Through The Bottom Again? 


HONG KONG - The expert 


China-watchers who congregate 
here in Hong Kong are more than 
usually, agog, and no wonder. The 
extraordinary story of China un- 
der Moa Tse-Tung seems to be 
entering another of its Wagnerian- 
cataclysmic phases. 


If you eavesdrop from this vant- 


age point, it becomes evident, to 
begin with, that Ihe Chinese-Rus- 
sian Quarrel has reached a pitch 
of violence hardly imagined at 
home. 


Ten days ago, for instance, the 


Chineses Central Committee pub- 
lished its entire correspondence 
with the Soviet Central Committee 
since November 1963. 


The first item is a surprisingly 


conciliatory Soviet letter, dated 
November 1963, suggesting terms 
for a temporary cease-fire in the 
Sino-Soviet battle. The Chinese 
did not deign to answer for more 
than two months. But they then 
fired off a letter of quiet unparal- 
leled viciousness and arrognance. 


Paroxysm then followed par- 


oxysm. The final Chinese letter 
actually argued that any attempt 
to settle the Communists' differ- 
ences at an international confer- 
ence ought to be put off for "four 
or five years" — meaning, "We 
don't choose to talk until Nikita 
S. Khrushchev has shuffled off 
this mortal coil." For practical 
purposes, in sum, this quarrel can 
now be regarded as totally un- 
reconcilable while Mao and Khru- 
shchev both continue in power. 


The great split is merely the 


backdrop of the drama, however. 
Inside 
China, 
the 
concessions 


made to the peasantry after the 
titanic "great leap" disaster 'have 
caused the economy to "bottom 
out,'/ as the China-watchers say. 
But this merely means that while 
industry is still producing at less 
than 50 per cent of capacity, at 
least enough food is generally 
available to prevent near-famine 
conditions. 


There is no sign anywhere, 


meanwhile, that China is produc- 
ing even a small margin for in- 
vestment in progress. But there are 
signs that the "bottoming out" 
has encouraged the leaders to try

to create such a margin. Their 
first step, now going forward, is 
the establishment of a system of 
omnipresent c i v i li a n political 
commissars, modeled on the polit- 
ical commissars of the army. 


With no qualifications except 


party loyalty, these ginger-hoys 
are being attached to every kind 
and level of organization, from the 
lowliest village production brigade 
to the provincial finance offices. 
The obvious purpose is to create 
a new mechanism for putting the 
Chinese people through the wring- 
er again. 


Unless appearances mislead, in 


fact, the era of concessions is 
drawing to a close.

Mao and his fellow hot-gospellers 
will certainly long to take desper- 
ate countermeasures. The great 
majority 
of the wisest 
China- 


watchers are none the less con- 
vinced that in the end Mao will 
go very little further than verbal 
fulmination, except on one as- 
sumption. 


If the United States changes the 


rules of the Vietnamese War while 
pretending not to do so — by using 
South Vietnamese to attack the 
North, for instance — this can 
holster the "paper tiger" thesis 
jusf. enough to tempt Mao to react 
with force.

It is a gray 
and cheerless building on Center 
Street in New York. Police Head- 
quarters. It has blocked more 
careers than it ever made. Bright 
young policemen go up the stone 
steps two at a time. Old ones 
come 
down slowly, 
sometimes 


bitterly. 


Once, the Old Lady of Center 


Street played dirty politics. To- 
day, she looks for talent. She 
doesn't always look hard enough, 
or far enough, but the 26,123 po- 
licemen now on the force can 
make the climb on merit, honesty 
and intellect. I can stand, looking 
at those stone steps, and see 
ghosts. 


The 
playboy mayor of New 


York, Jimmy Walker, used to 
dance up those steps looking down 
at his pearl gray spats. He spent 
the final days of his life pacing 
a bedroom, reciting a rosary over 
and over. Penance? For what? 
Richard Enright was too smart 
and too blunt. He had snowy hair 
in rleep waves and, as a police 
officer, he acted as though he had 
a copyright on virtue. 


They clipped his wings. He was 


reduced in rank and sent to the 
sticks. I saw him come back. He 
returned as Police Commissioner, 
promoted over the heads of his 
enemies. He chopped those heads 
off, and he did it without mercy. 
In time, he too passed away. Ex- 
police commissioners are mourn- 
ed one day. They die standing up, 
reading the pink slip. 


Theodore Roosevelt was a good 


police commissioner, but he was 
naive. He thought all cops should 
be above politics. Fiorello H. La- 
Guardia, as mayor, used to walk 
these steps like 160-pounds of pro- 
volone cheese in a 3-button suit. 
He spoke in a high squeaky voice 
and he had a whim of iron. Lewis 
Valentine was his man. and La- 
Guardia made him commissioner. 


The only things they harl in 


common was that they iiked to 
drink their whiskey out of water 
goblets, and they called 
each 


other on the phone at 3 a. m. 
LaGuardia was tough, but Val- 
entine was tougher. In his admin- 
istration, over 200 policemen com- 
mitted suicide. Mike Murphy was 
head of the commissioner's confi- 
dential squad and, in the line of 
duty, he knocked off more cops 
than gangsters ever did. 


Are policemen crooked? Some 


are. It isn't possible to pin shields 
on 26,123 men and expect that all 
of them are honest. Some will 
take a $5 bill to forget a traffic 
violation. 
Others 
will 
refuse 


5100,000 to forget a felony. Police- 
men are people. People have pri- 
vate lives, and private problems. 
Show me the cop's problems and 
I'L' tell you how close he 13 to 
being craoked. 


Several 
years ago, a phoney 


police captain made a racket of 
tapping tavern owners for a hun- 
dred or two to fix State Liquor 
Authority violations. He had never 
been a policeman, but he put up 
a good front. The Old Lady of 
Center Street heard about it and 
sent a detective lieulenant out to 
brack him and bring him in. 


For three months, he made pro*, 


gress reports. Good ones. Almosk 
too good. So a team of detectives 
was sent out to watch the lieu- 
tenant. They found that he no\* 
had the phoney police 
captain 


working for him — splitting thf 
proceeds. Both were trapped with 
tape 
recorders. The lieutenant 


had been an honor cop with many 
decorations. 
• 


The lineup room is big and 


bare. When I was a kid reporter, 
I used to be there at 8:30 a. m. 
If the feet of the famous and in- 
famous trod those stone steps in 
front, then it is equally true that 
many of the same feet walked 
across the brightly lighted stag* 
in the lineup room.

Gangsters, 
arsonists, 
rapists, 


drug addicts, murderers, the sane, 
the insane, the bright and thp 
stupid, the weepers and the defy 
ant. It was easy to pinpoint th« 
addicts. They shook, and they 
were willing to confess to any- 
thing if you'd promise to get them 
a fix. The saddest were the old 
confidence men. They had dig- 
nity. but they had lost the touch. 


The newspaper reporters who 


worked 
headquarters all h a d 


"copitis." They worked harder 
for the police department than 
for their papers. In time, some of 
them learned to lie to cover up 
police mistakes. Later, the de- 
partment began to yearn for a 
more sensible approach to news, 
and appointed a one-time .report- 
er, Frank Doyle, as secretary. In 
lime, he was succeeded by Walter 
Arm, who still has the instincts of 
the newspaperman. 


Most policemen dread a sum- 


mons to walk those steps. Some- 
times, it involves a promotion, 
but more often it is a complaint. 
Each year, over 200 cops face 
departmental trial, and officers 
are 
callous when dealing with 


their own. AJi of them walk thesa 
gray steps. 


The best policemen are not bril- 


liant. They are plodders. They 
seldom hit the headlines. Thes* 
men v,ork tenaciously, inexorably, 
always running down leads, al- 
ways patient, never quitting. The 
brilliant ones make a lucky hit 
now and then, but their mistakes 
never hit the front page.

The Communist Breakup 


The more I listen to the high-level debate.? over mir 
policy vis-a-vis Khrushchev, the more I am amazed at 
the human proclivity for wasting lime over a battle 
that is aimed on both sides at demolishing straw men. 
On the one side, we have Mr. George Kennan, 
vahó se recent Elihu Root lectures have just been pub- 
lished in a little book called “On Dealing With the 
Communist World ’’ W’hat Mr, Kennan says about the 
recent cell division of the Marxist part of the globe 
into competing “ polycentric” units (Red China. Yugo­ 
slavia, Khrushchev's Russia' is ♦rue enough on its 
face. .But his dependent argument, that this forces us 
to accept “the quest for peaceful co-existence" as the 
only alternative to universal atomic w aifare against all 
the “ polycentrisms" in the Communist world, begs all 
the important questions. The problem, after all, is not 
whether to take advantage of the rift between Mao 
Tse-tung and Nikita Khrushchev, but how. 


On the o ther ha nd, we ha v e the skepiict tha t 
think a ny nego tia tio n with a ny pa rt o f the Red 
wo rld is a sign o f ‘‘a ppea sement" a nd “ surrender.’* 
Here, a ga in the rea l a rgument sho uld no t be o v er 
a “ whether" but o v er a “ ho w." If y o u kno w wha t 
y o u wa nt fro m nego tia tio n, y o u do n’t ha v e to lo se. 


Ir a most common-.sensical little biiok called “ I 
Redis iver Russia, 1924-19H4," Isaac Don Levine, who 
becam e the first of our hard core anti-Slalinists way 
back in the Nineteen Twenties, puts the whole quarrel 
between the Kennanites and the anti-Kennaniles into a 
perspective that shows up the straw men for what they 
are. Don Levine made a tour of archives in Rus.sia a 
year ago in hopes that he could complete his detective 
work about Stalin. 
P'or reasons that are fairly com­ 
pelling. Levine thinks that Stalin, prior to the Bolshevik 
Revolution, was a double agent in the employ of the 
Czar’s secret police 
He is also convinced that Stalin 
instigated the m urder of iMaxim Gorky, who was the 
greate.st literary figure of Communist Russia 
He thinks 
that Khrushchev, who must know ihe truth about these 
things, has two ace cards he has not yet plaved in the 
great de-Stalinization campaign. 
The cards will be 
turned face up. so Levine surmises, when Khrushchev 
needs to "come nut wiih .some more revelations of 
Stalin’s crim es” in order to shatter Mao Tse-tung’s 
hold on followers from .Australia to .Albania and Iceland. 
Since Mr Levine considers that "we have witnessed 
only the piere bcginmng.s of de-Stalinizalion." h*> is 
close to accepting George Kennan’s theory of “ polycen­ 
tric’’ breakup in the Communist worlci. 


Tra v eling a bo ut Russia in the spring o f 
a fter a n a bsence o f fo rty y ea rs. Lev ine “ co uld no t 
esca pe the feeling tha t the crest o f the Co mmunist 
fide, which ha d been sleeping o v er the glo be since 
IS17 , is behind us. 
Fro m no w o n the Co mmunist 
threa t to the wo rld will recede."

HONG KONG — The expert 
China-watchers 
who congregate 
here in Hong Kong ate more than 
u.sually agog, and no wonder. The 
extraordinary story of China un­ 
der Moa Tse-Tung seems to be 
entering another of its W’agnerian- 
cataciysmic phases. 
If you eave.sdrop from this vant­ 
age point, it becomes evident, to 
begin with, that the Chinese-Rus- 
sian quarrel has reached a pitch 
of violence hardly imagined at 
home. 
Ten days ago, for instance, the 
Chineses Centra! Committee pub­ 
lished its entire corre.spondence 
with the Soviet Central Committee 
since November 1963. 
The first item is a .surprisingly 
conciliatory Soviet letter

did not deign to answer for more 
than two months. But they then 
fired off a letter of quiet unparal­ 
leled viciousness and arrognance.

The final Chinese letter 
actually argued that any attem pt 
to settle the Communists’ differ­ 
ences at an international confer­ 
ence ought to be put off for “ four 
or five years" — meaning, “We 
don’t choose to talk until Nikita

Khrushchev has .shuffled off 
this mortal coil." For practical 
purposes, in sum. thi.s quarrel can 
now be regarded as totally un- 
reconcilable while Mao and Khru­ 
shchev both continue in power 
The great split is merely the 
backdrop of the drama, however.

vojced by Karl Dexingr, direc- 
tor of the Austrian State Travel 
Bureau: 


" Austrian tourists have given 
up their psychological resistance 
against taking vacations in the 
east," he said. 


Even the most ardent anti- 


communists, who so tar have 
rejected lours to the east as 
"out of question" appear more 
inclined to forget their hesita- 
tions. 


Naturally, 
there 
also 
are 


some practical reasons: 


—Eastern countries are offer- 


ing two-week arrangements on 
a.black sea resort for the bar- 
gain price of 2,400 Austrian 
schillings (about $90) with air 
travel included. 
.. —Czechoslovakia and Hungary 
have considerably reduced their 
visa restrictions.

10,000 Austrian vacationists this 
summer which would 
surpass 


last year's figures by 50 per 
cent. Rumania hopes to quad- 
ruple the amount of Austrian 
tourists compared with 1963. 


Even East Germany started 


to make propaganda this year, 
praising 
particularly Leipzig, 


Dresden and the Baltic Sea as 
worthwhile to visit. 


"But, in this case, the Aus- 


trians sUll seem to feel their 
"psychological resistance." 


"We have practically no book- 


ings for East Germany," one 
travel expert said. "There is 
apparently no longing to travel 
into Walter Ulbrichfs Woker's 
Paradise."

category. 
In the $1.50 to $3 price range, 
the .su rvey fou nd 22 restau rants

5,430 Eleven restau rants 
with 3.8 53 seats charge from $3 to 
$4.50. .Another 11 restau rants with 
3.146 seats offer meals from $4.50 
to $6. while 13 restau rants seating 
3,214 are in the over $6 category. 
Snack bars located 
throu ghou t 
the Fair grou nds bu t withou t seat­ 
ing facilities were not inclu ded in 
the su rvey. This wou ld have su b­ 
stantially 
increased the total of 
inexpensive eating placc.s. 
The present restau rant and din­ 
ing area capacity at the Fair of 
28 .734 seats will be au gmented by 
8 ,150 within the next two weeks. 
.More than half of these new facil­ 
ities will be offering inexpensive 
menu s, acording to the su rvey.

weigh at least 5,000 pou nds and 
are

to 
40 
feet 
l o ng, 
carry engine.s u nlimited in cu ­ 
bic inches or horsepower that 
send them 
flashing over the 
three - mile, oval race cou rse 
at speeds better than 18 0 miles 
per hou r. 
Almost all of these “ U-Hy- 
dros” u se big 12 cylinder, V- 
type airplane engines, mo.st of 
w'hich are su rplu s from World 
War II fighter planes, su ch as 
Rolls Royce Merlins a nd the 
Allisons that were u sed in P5l 
Mu stangs and Mosqu ito fighter- 
bombers. 
A nu mber of changes are ne­ 
cessary to fit these engines into 
the U-Hydros. These inclu de in­ 
ternal modifications which — 
on a Rolls, for example — pro­ 
vide between 1,000 and 1.500 
more horsepower than the 2,200 
originally specified for the en­ 
gine. 
At fu ll speed, the propeller- 
driven U-Hydro is almost air- 
bornè, tou ching the water only 
on the edges of its two pontoon- 
like sponsons and on the bot­ 
tom half of its propeller. 
The 
hu lls 
are 
designed 
so 
that air pressu re on top of the 
front deck will keep the boat 
down while the air pressu re on 
the bottom will life. On an im­ 
properly designed boat — say 
one with insu fficient deck pres­ 
su re — the craft will “ kite,” or 
sail into the air and possibly 
flip. 
At racing speeds, the boat’s 
propeller throws a hu ge spray 
of water some 40 feet into thè 
air and some 75 yard.s ou t be­ 
hind. This is called the “ roos- 
tertail.” Trailing drivers mu st 
watch ou t for this wall of wa­ 
ter which cou ld easily drown 
ou t an u ncovered engine.
